Social club folds 
as numbers drop 


A LONG-RUNNING Dudley 
social club has closed down 
after a drop in membership 
and trade. Brierley Hill 
Labour Club in Pearson Street 
is on sale for £325,000. 

The club, which was founded 
in the 1930s, went into admin¬ 
istration after starting to lose 
thousands of pounds when 
business plummeted. 

It was shut and put into 
administration after profits 
dropped. Begbies Traynor 
administrators have taken 
control of the property and are 
trying to sell it. 

There have been a number of 
viewings but no offers yet. 

Labour councillor for Brier- 
ley Hill, Margaret Wilson, 
said: “It’s a sad loss to the 
area - it’s sad to see anything 
like that go. 

“I suppose these things just 
happen with time, though. I 
think there was a lack of 
people using it, as is the case 


with a lot of these clubs nowa¬ 
days.” 

The club was often packed 
during election results nights 
and was used for Labour party 
meetings up until the late 
1990s. 

In recent years shoppers 
were allowed to use the car 
park but this failed to bring in 
extra trade. 

The club had been used for 
regular live music events but 
business fell off in recent years 
and membership dropped. 

Linda Clayton, a manager at 
Begbies Traynor, said the club 
had been run by three trustees 
who got into financial difficul¬ 
ties. They fell behind repaying 
a Marstons brewery loan. 

“The brewery have a charge 
over the property in exchange 
for money loaned to the club,” 
she said. 

She added any proceeds 
from a sale would go towards 
paying off the brewery’s loan. 


FOUNDER OF 

HOSPICE DIES 


Blast rocks town centre 


AN EXPLOSION caused chaos 
in Dudley town centre when a 
manhole cover was hurled 
through the air, smashing two 
shop windows. 

It led to the closure of part of 
a busy shopping street. Two 
workers were treated for shock 
after the underground explo¬ 
sion on Tuesday. 

Dozens of workers turned up 
to find a 300-yard section of the 
High Street between Stone 
Street and Stafford Street, cor¬ 
doned off by police. 

An electrical fault in an 
underground sub-station 
caused the blast which blew off 
a manhole cover outside WH 
Smith, smashing two of the 
shop’s windows. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
flames leap from the manhole 
with plumes of smoke filling 
the area at about 7.30am. The 


road closure caused long 
queues of traffic which 
stretched along Stafford 
Street, The Inhedge and Vicar 
Street, while delays were also 
caused on the Dudley Southern 
By-Pass. 

Jane Walsh, aged 35, who 
was walking down the High 
Street when the explosion hap¬ 
pened, said: “I heard this huge 
bang and breaking glass. 

“I turned round and saw 
these flames coming out of the 
manhole. It was really scary.” 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service treated two people at 
the scene for shock. Investiga¬ 
tions were carried out into the 
electrical supply for the High 
Street to make sure it is safe. 

Santander bank worker 
Mark Terry said: “It’s quite a 
shock to turn up for work and 
see all this going on.” 


A charity pioneer and 
Dudley alderman whose 
determined nature in¬ 
fluenced people and organisa¬ 
tions in Stourbridge has died. 

Jock Poyner, MBE, was a former 
mayor of Stourbridge, secretary of 
Stourbridge FC and joint-founder 
of Mary Stevens Hospice. 

He passed away at Russells Hall 
Hospital last week aged 89. 

Edinburgh-born Mr Poyner was 
described as being “very approach¬ 
able, pleasant and positive thinking”. 

His son David said: “He was very 
much a loving family man who gave 
me and my brother (Jonathan) so 
much encouragement. 

“He always gave a lot of pleasure to 
other people through what he did.” 

As well as being heavily involved in 
football, education, charity and poli¬ 
tics, Mr Poyner was a Second World 
War pilot who flew in Lancaster 
bombing operations. 

After the war he played football 
semi-professionally for West Brom¬ 
wich Albion and Birmingham City,

before playing for Stourbridge and 
Brierley Hill. He became secretary of 
Stourbridge FC until 1973. 

He taught at Hill Street School, 
Stourbridge, and Crabbe Street 
School, Lye, and was headteacher at 
Tenterfields Primary School, Hale¬ 
sowen, until his retirement in 1982. 

In 1968 he became the youngest 
mayor in Stourbridge’s history and 
served two terms until 1970. The 
Pedmore resident was made an hon¬ 
orary alderman by Dudley Council 
and was awarded the MBE in 1997. 

The longest-lasting of his legacies 
will be Mary Stevens Hospice, which 
he helped to establish in 1985. “I never 
got an answer out of dad as to why he 
set up the hospice,” 53-year-old David, 
who lives in Cheshire, added. 

“Someone once called him Mr Stour¬ 
bridge for all he’d done for the town 
and I think that about sums him up.” 

After jointly forming the hospice, 
Mr Poyner became company secretary 
and sat on the board until 2002. 


Gwynne Dellis, chairman of the board 
of trustees at Mary Stevens, said: 
“Bearing in mind his influential 
standing in the area, to have devoted 
that much time to the hospice will 
make us eternally grateful. 

‘You couldn’t have found a person 
more devoted to the cause which he 
was partly responsible for developing. 

“He was a very impressive man; 
cooperative, helpful, respected and 
revered and very much appreciated for 
his kindness, consideration and 
thoughtfulness. Jock was a splendid 
chap.” 

Councillor Peter Miller, mayor of 
Dudley, added: “Jock was a wonderful 
man who did a great deal for Stour¬ 
bridge and spent a lifetime helping 
people. He was made an honorary 
alderman of the borough due to his 
outstanding services to Stourbridge 
and he will be sadly missed." 

Mr Poyner’s first wife, Harvine 
Guest, died in May 1969. He leaves a 
widow, Dr Brenda Clarke, two sons, 
three step children 14 grandchildren 
and six grandchildren. His funeral 
will be on Tuesday (21) at St Mary’s 
Church, Oldswinford, at 11.30am. 


Councillor so 
sorry in row 
over race joke 


A DUDLEY Conserva¬ 
tive councillor has sus¬ 
pended himself from the 
party after an email sent 
to council members as a 
joke sparked a racism 
row. 

Halesowen Councillor 
Ken Turner last week 
apologised for the 
“error” and said he 
would attend a cultural 
awareness course. 

The Hayley Green and 
Cradley South member 
has been referred to 
Dudley Council’s stan¬ 
dards committee by 
Labour Councillor Tim 
Crumpton, who branded 
the joke “disgusting”. 

Councillor Turner cir¬ 
culated an email on 
December 2 on his 
council account to all 
councillors containing 
what was called a joke 
about a Somalian immi¬ 
grant. 

It described it as 
“maybe the best joke of 
the year”. 

It talks of a Somalian 
immigrant in London 
who asks a series of 
people if they are British 
before being told by an 
African lady all the 
British are probably “at 


work”. Councillor Turn¬ 
er said he would not step 
down. “It was a joke that 
I thought would maybe 
raise a titter but when I 
heard that someone may 
have taken offence to it I 
instantly apologised. 

“It was an error and I 
realise that. I will let the 
procedures take their 
course and I am going to 
attend a diversity 
awareness course.” 

He said he had been 
under pressure because 
members of his family 
were receiving hospital 
treatment and he had 
also been devoting up to 
12 hours a day to his 
public duties. 

Disgrace 

“All I would say is I 
hope the opposition have 
a happy Christmas,” he 
said. 

Councillor Crumpton 
said: “This is a racist 
joke and it is disgusting. 

“For a senior council¬ 
lor to have sent out 
something like this goes 
beyond the pale.

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Robbery 
terror for 
girl, 12, 
on phone 


A THUG who snatched a 
phone from a terrified 12- 
year-old girl at Dudley bus 
station as been warned that 
he could be locked up. 

Roy Thomas, aged 18, of 
Nagersfield Road, Brierley 
Hill, who admitted stealing 
the phone on April 22, 
already had convictions for 
attempted sexual assault, 
indecent exposure and 
assault. 

Mark Rees, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week: “The girl 
was trying to contact 
friends on her phone when 
she was approached by the 
defendant. 

“She was nervous and 
tried to shuffle away, but he 
made a grab and ripped her 
mobile phone out of her 
hand.” 

The girl later told police 
officers: “My legs turned to 
jelly.” 

Two weeks later the girl 
saw Thomas again in 
Dudley and alerted police, 
said Mr Rees. 

“Officers drove her 
around the town and she 
spotted the defendant and 
he was arrested.” 

Jodie Smith, defending, 
said Thomas had mental 
issues, and asked for a psy¬ 
chiatric report to be pre¬ 
pared before sentencing. 

The case was adjourned 
until January 18.

Chest infections, rashes, 
minor cuts and injuries, 
breathing difficulties and 
vomiting can all be dealt 
with at the walk-in clinic in 
Stourbridge Road, Holly 
Hall. 

In three months ambu¬ 
lance bosses say they have 
taken more than 40 patients 
to the centre instead of to 
hospital. Others were 
referred by GPs.

A DOG training club 
kicked out of a Black 
Country community 
centre in a row over 
germs has found a new 
home. 

Stourbridge and Dis¬ 
trict Canine Society was 
told to leave Cradley 
Community Centre in 
Colley Lane over health 
and safety fears, which 
club members branded 
“barking mad”.

“We have only had to 
change the day from 
Thursday to Tuesday.”

Go-ahead for 
£1.2m mosque 

A £1.2 million mosque and community 
centre will be built in the Brierley Hill 
after councillors gave the go-ahead.

A JOBLESS man has been jailed for 10 weeks for stealing lead from 
Dudley Zoo buildings and a church near Wolverhampton. Aaron Safe 
admitted taking the metal from an 1800s stone building and toilet 
block at Dudley Zoo and the roof of All Saints Church, Trysull. 

He was sentenced to 10 weeks in prison for the church theft and nine weeks 
for the taking of lead from Dudley Zoo in Castle Hill. The sentences will run con¬ 
currently. The father-of-one pleaded guilty to the charges at a previous hearing. 

Safe, aged 28, of Padarn Close, Sedgley, was one of two men who had been 
seen on the roof of the church building, in School Road, on September 2 by a 
member of the public, Cannock magistrates heard. He was seen stripping lead 


flashing from the roof and rolling it up 

Police were called and Safe identi¬ 
fied as one of the men on the roof. 

He was also one of four men who had 
climbed on the roof of a building at 
Dudley Zoo on October 31 and stripped 
away lead, magistrates were told. 

Police were called after their vehicle 
was spotted on a car park near the zoo. 
Three men had been arrested at the 
scene and Safe later on the same day. 

Mrs Sonia Durrant-Clarke, prose¬ 
cuting, said significant damage had 
been caused to the roof of the zoo build¬ 
ings and meant they were no longer 
weather proof. 

“The amount of the lead taken from 
the zoo was worth around £300 but the 
damage left ran into thousands of 
pounds,” she said. 

Mr Steve Hamblett, defending, said 
Safe had fallen in with a bad crowd 
after losing his job. “He had debts and 
in pursuit of a quick fix to get money 
got involved in this.” 

Old Danilo cinema 
sold for £150,00 

A FORMER Black Country cinema 
which had George Formby among its 
VIP guests on the opening night has 
been sold at auction, it has emerged. 

The property in Dudley Road, Brier- 
ley Hill, which has also been used as a 
nightclub, has been empty for several 
years. Auctioneers Cottons revealed 
they sold the property for £150,000. It 
is not known who bought the 1,200-seat 
former Danilo cinema.

A cordless drill, hammer and screw¬ 
driver were found at the scene, which 
police believed had been used to break 
through the wall at 2.30am on Wednes¬ 
day of last week. 

Police arrested two men they found 
in a nearby empty building, Miss 
Sharma added. 

James Whitlock, aged 25, of Essex, 
admitted attempted burglary when he 
appeared at Dudley Magistrates Court 
on Thursday. 

He will be sentenced at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on January 6, 
and was remanded in custody.

Business takes charge 
of Black Country future 


Focus on winter 
magical scenes 


COUNCILS and business leaders across the Black Country have been given the 
go-ahead to set up a Local Enterprise Partnership to replace the £300 million- 
a-year quango Advantage West Midlands. The partnership will bring councils 
and a board of business people together to ensure the private sector takes the 
lead in bidding for investment in the region’s economy. 

The move will allow the Black Country to bid for a share of a £1 billion regional growth 
fund. Monday’s announcement follows lengthy negotiations between the council leaders 
of Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall and business chiefs. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable said the bid had been successful. He invited the group 
to progress to the next stage and set up their boards and get to work in driving local eco¬ 
nomic growth.

A TWO-DAY public inquiry 
will be held in January to 
determine whether a footpath 
in a Halesowen conservation 
area can be closed to make way 
for a new cricket club. 

The Planning Inspectorate in 
Bristol will decide if a path on 
Coombes Wood Green Wedge, 
which campaigners claim has been 
in public use for more than 30 
years, should be shut to walkers. 
More than 50 objections to the 
plans were received, prompting 
the inquiry. 

The public inquiry is to be held 
at Dudley Council House on 
January 26 and 27. 

Dudley Council received an 
application to close one path and 
divert a second, from Birmingham 
developer St Modwen, which plans 
to build a cricket ground off Stew¬ 
arts Road. 

Among those who have spoken 
out against the plans are members 
of the Friends of Coombeswood 
group, and bird-watching expert 
John Ebrey. 

Alternative 

Friends of Coombeswood group 
spokesman Sue Yeadon said: “I 
hope the paths can be left as they 
are. They have been used by 
walkers for decades.” 

Council spokesman Chris 
Howes said: “The council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee granted 
planning permission for a sports 
facility in September 2009. 

“As part of the development 
process the council advertised 
orders to close and divert public 
footpaths, which prompted objec¬ 
tions.” 

A decision will be made within 
nine weeks of the hearing 

St Modwen senior development 
surveyor Ian Romano has said that 
alternative footpath routes would 
be provided around the perimeter 
of the new cricket ground, which 
would link up with Monarch’s Way.

The Care Quality Commission inspec¬ 
tors said Dudley people now have more 
choice over support they want, are given 
better value for money, are helped to retain 
independence and staying at home for as 
long as possible. 

They found improvements in waiting 
times for major home adaptations. Areas 
to improve include increasing pace of 
change in creating a more personalised 
adult social care service centred around 
choice and control. 

Suggestions from the inspectors include 
developing the market to welcome smaller 
social care businesses, and expanding the 
befriending services to reduce loneliness 
for older people.

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Inquest family ‘satisfied’ with 
verdict on deadly legion bug

THE family of a 
Dudley mother who 
died in a Legionnaires’ 
Disease outbreak have 
spoken of their relief at 
the inquest verdict. 

They said it answered 
some of their questions 
about how Patricia 
Ashton was infected 
three years ago. 

An inquest jury at 
Smethwick found that the 
source of the bug which 
killed Mrs Ashton was 
industrial, although the 
exact site it came from is 
still a mystery. 

The family’s lawyers 
are still investigating 
before deciding if it is pos¬ 
sible to make a legal claim 
against any company. 

The 51-year-old former 
care assistant had battled 
through cancer and was 
in remission when she 
was rushed into Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital 
with breathing difficul¬ 


ties on August 5, 2007. 

She died two days later 
from pneumonia caused 
by the legionella bac¬ 
terium. 

The jury returned a 
verdict of death from 
industrial disease on Mrs 
Ashton, of Newland 
Grove, Holly Hall. 

Son Ian Ashton, aged 
33, of Queensway, Stour¬ 
bridge, said after the 
hearing: “It’s been a 
stressful three years and 
our solicitors have worked 
very hard to get us 
through to today. 

Remission 

“We’re happy with the 
outcome because we know 
now it was an industrial 
cause, even though we 
don’t know where it came 
from.” 

Mrs Ashton, who lived 
with her other son, Craig, 
30, had been diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin’s lym¬ 


phoma in 2004 but had 
undergone chemotherapy 
and had been in remission 
for 18 months when she 
caught Legionnaires’ 
Disease. 

Her daughter-in-law, 
Ian’s wife Kate, said: “She 
was rushed into hospital 
on my birthday and it was 
horrible to see her after¬ 
wards on breathing 
devices.” 

She added: ““All she 
ever wanted was to be a 
grandmother but it 
wasn’t until after she died 
that I found out that I was 
pregnant with our first 
child, Spencer, who is now 
two. 

“We also now have a 
daughter, Maisie, who’s 
nine months old. 

“The most gutting part 
is that she never knew she 
was going to be a nan and 
never saw her grandchil¬ 
dren.” 


Prime sites bought to 
help zoo and museum 


DUDLEY Zoo’s chief executive has 
welcomed a major step towards a new 
tourist attraction to be centred on the 
zoo and nearby Black Country Living 
Museum. 

Dudley Council has revealed it had 
bought two prime sites in the town centre, 
paving the way for development of the 
Castle Hill area. It includes proposals to 
introduce joint tickets for the zoo, museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust which will be 


linked by a new road. A planned joint 
entrance off Tipton Road will provide 
better access to the three sites. 

“Tourism is a major growth area across 
the country, growing faster than manufac¬ 
turing, so is hugely important to the 
borough, “ said zoo chief Peter Suddock. 

Dudley Council deputy leader Councillor 
Les Jones said it had bought the former 
Gala Bingo hall and Royal Brierley Crystal 
site for an undisclosed sum. 

“The Castle Hill and zoo sites are major 


contributors to the regeneration of Dudley 
town centre and real progress is being 
made towards this vision,” he said. 

The Castle Hill redevelopment plans 
have been on the back burner since funding 
talks broke down with Advantage West 
Midlands in February 2008. Council chiefs 
are looking at how to generate funding for 
the scheme. The bingo hall, formerly 
Dudley Hippodrome, closed last Septem¬ 
ber. The building’s rear may be redevel¬ 
oped to open up the view of Dudley Castle.

Police seize 
drugs during 
crackdown 

HUNDREDS of cannabis plants were 
seized, buses searched and four people 
charged in the first week of a Dudley 
police clamp down on drug crimes. 

Police found around 550 cannabis 
plants, 25 wraps of cocaine and related 
drug equipment as part of Operation 
Advent, in which 24 warrants will be 
executed in the run-up to Christmas. 

Six arrests have already been made. 
The latest warrants were executed at 
houses in Marigold Crescent and Ivy 
Road, Wrens Nest, last Monday . 

A 38-year-old woman was arrested 
on suspicion of being concerned in the 
supply of a controlled drug after bags 
of cannabis were found in Marigold 
Crescent. Two men were arrested in 
Ivy Road, and cannabis seized. 

An 18-year-old man was charged 
with possession of a controlled drug 
and was due to appear before Dudley 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. A 27- 
year-old man was arrested at the 
address and received a police caution 
for possession of a controlled drug. 

The operation was launched with a 
raid in Masters Lane, Halesowen, on 
December 1 where more than 500 
cannabis plants were seized. There 
have been raids in Udall Road, 
Coseley, Love Lane, Stourbridge, and 
Highview Street, Kates Hill.

MORE than 30,000 patients have 
been treated at Dudley’s walk-in 
centre in 12 months helping to relieve 
pressure at the Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal’s emergency department, and 
speed up ambulance response times. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service has 
praised the clinic for helping free up crews 
to respond to 999 calls. It has also cut the 
number of people going to the hospital 
emergency department with less serious 
matters. 

Conditions such chest infections, rashes, 
minor cuts and injuries, breathing difficul¬ 
ties and vomiting can all be dealt with at 
the walk-in clinic in Stourbridge Road, 
Holly Hall. 

In the past three months alone, ambu¬ 
lance bosses say they have taken more 
than 40 patients to the centre instead of to 
the hospital. Other patients have either 
been referred to the centre by doctors or 
turned up under their own steam. 

Dudley South Group Station Manager, 
Martyn Pugh, said: “The walk-in centre is 
a great example of alternative care. 

Trend 

“Not only does it help our Trust to 
respond to more 999 calls but ultimately 
patients are receiving the best possible 
care for their conditions.” 

Centre manager Beryl Wickstead said: 
“The number of patients we’ve seen 
through ambulance ‘drop offs’ has 
increased over the last six months and we 
hope this trend continues. 

“Patients can expect to be seen and 
treated on average within half an hour. ” 
Sue Roberts, of Dudley Primary Care 
Trust, said: “These diverts mean that 
people are being seen in the most appropri¬ 
ate place and help to ensure that our emer¬ 
gency department is able to treat the most 
critical patients in need of emergency 
medical attention.”

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Maintenance allowance helps 
students fulfil their aspirations 


O N Monday I joined students at 
Dudley College to hear their 
concerns about the Conserva¬ 
tives’ decision to scrap the Educa¬ 
tional Maintenance Allowance. 

The last government introduced the 
scheme in 2004 to help youngsters stay on 
at school or college and 4,521 young people 
in Dudley depend on the payments to help 
with basics to help them study. 

They get £10, £20 or £30 depending on 
their parents income to help pay for books 
and travel. If they don’t attend, they don’t 
get the money. It makes a real difference in 
an area like ours and four out of five stu¬ 
dents at Dudley College qualify. 

And it’s really important for the future of 
our area because we have to make educa¬ 
tion and training Dudley’s number one pri¬ 
ority because it is the only way we’ll attract 
the new industries and new jobs on which 
our prosperity in the future will depend. 

The Conservative and their Liberal 
Democrat allies decided to axe the EMA in 
the Spending Review last month - despite 
promises by Nick Clegg before the election 
that the payments would be safe. 

I want to see all young people staying on 
at school, going to college, getting an 
apprenticeship or doing some form of 
training while at work. That’s why Labour 
introduced EMA, and axing it could mean 
thousands of students failing to reach 
their full potential. 

It shows again how the government is 
completely out of touch with ordinary fam¬ 
ilies in areas like Dudley and it’s another 
example of policies that will prevent 
people fulfilling their aspirations and 
climbing as far as their hard work and 
talents will allow 

MEETING DUDLEY COLLEGE STUDENTS 
AHEAD OF TUITION FEE VOTE 
Last week parliament voted on propos¬ 
als to treble tuition fees for students - 
making them the highest of any public uni¬ 
versity system in the industrialised world. 

On the day of the vote I met students 
from Dudley College, who were in Parlia¬ 
ment to lobby local MP’s ahead of the vote. 

I think the violence we saw on the 
streets of London was a disgrace, but the 
youngsters from Dudley I met were hard¬ 
working and ambitious and concerned

about their future. They told me how their 
fears were not just how they would afford 
to go into the higher education but also 
how their younger brothers and sisters 
will also. 

At the end of their meeting I promised 
the students I would vote against the Gov¬ 
ernment because their plans are not neces¬ 
sary, not fair, and not good for higher 
education. 

Such high fees are not necessary. The 
Government are only pushing through 
this hike because they have chosen to 
slash funding for university teaching by 
80% - when other public services are being 
cut much less. Labour would not make 
such big cuts to Higher Education teach¬ 
ing grants. 

The government’s decision to shift the 
burden of funding higher education onto 
students is driven by ideology and not eco¬ 
nomic necessity. The need to get the deficit 
down does not justify a long term change in 
higher education funding which will be 
bad for universities and not save any 
public money. 

Graduates will be forced to pay the 
whole cost of most degrees (to replace the 
cut in funding), instead of sharing the 
costs with the state. As a result, graduates 
will pay much more overall, and pay back 
for up to 30 years. 

This rise in fees is also bad for Higher 
Education. England’s world class univer¬ 
sity system has been built on public invest¬ 
ment and trust in the professional 


academic leadership of universities. If the 
government’s proposals go through, this 
will be replaced by a market in higher edu¬ 
cation in which many students will be put 
off university and forced to choose the 
cheapest course rather than the one which 
is best for them. 

I believe that universities should 
remain public institutions, receiving sig¬ 
nificant public funding. The Coalition’s 
plans undermine this important principle. 

PETITIONING CAMERON WITH STUDENTS 
FROM ELL0WES HALL 

Last week I also joined youngsters from 
Ellowes Hall Sports College and hundreds 
more from schools across the country as 
they arrived at Parliament to hand in a 
petition to the Prime Minster. 

The petition had over 500,000 signa¬ 
tures against the Government’s decision to 
remove £162 million of funding from the 
Youth Sport Trust and School Sports Part¬ 
nerships. 

I think David Cameron and Michael 
Gove’s decision to withdraw government 
funding for the Youth Sport Trust and 
abolish School Sports Partnerships is out¬ 
rageous. It’s a complete disgrace that 
whilst British athletes were in Delhi in 
October winning medals for Britain and 
inspiring youngsters to take part in sport, 
David Cameron’s coalition was drawing up 
plans to slash the support for the next gen¬ 
eration of sporting stars. 

Primary schools are likely to be hit the 
hardest, and I think the ongoing effect this 
will have on school sport will be devastat¬ 
ing. 

I, like the students from Ellowes Hall, 
want David Cameron to look again at his 
proposals and think long and hard about 
the effect this will have on youngsters in 
towns like Dudley. 

The programmes they are about to 
destroy aren’t just about success on the 
pitch, in the pool or the gym or on the 
track, because youth sport is also the best 
way of keeping youngsters fit, healthy and 
out of trouble. 

David Cameron might not value sport, 
but parents know it teaches kids crucial 
lessons about discipline and teamwork, 
that hard work and training bring results, 
and that they learn how to win and how to 
handle defeat.

Better 
deal for 
job-loss 
workers 

REDUNDANCY pay¬ 
ments for term-time 
workers at Dudley 
Council will rise as it 
updates policy ahead of 
expected job cuts. 

Changes affect em¬ 
ployees who work in 
schools and other areas of 
the council during school 
time only. They will get a 
bigger slice of their 
annual pay if they are 
made redundant. 

A report on the council 
website states that until 
now, workers were paid a 
regular monthly salary, 
spreading out their earn¬ 
ings across the year by 
dividing their annual 
salary by 52. 

A landmark employ¬ 
ment tribunal in 2002 
stated that was just for 
“administrative conven¬ 
ience” and it was only fair 
for employees’ annual 
salary to be divided by 
the number of weeks they 
actually work. 

It means redundancy 
pay will rise because it 
will be calculated on the 
number of weeks worked 
rather than on smaller 
salary instalments. 

The ruling said: “It 
seems just that their 
redundancy payments 
should be calculated on 
the basis of weeks actu¬ 
ally worked and not on 
the basis of a notional 52- 
week calculation, which 
takes into account weeks 
they did not work and for 
which they were not paid 
to work.”

ELDERLY people and families in 
Coseley are struggling to get to hospi¬ 
tal appointments because there are 
no direct bus routes, it has been 
claimed. 

Residents in the area have to catch two 
buses to reach both Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley and New Cross Hospital, 
Wolverhampton. Ward councillor Susan 
Ridney raised the issue at a Dudley 
Council cabinet meeting but was told there 
were limited funds for the authority to set 
up a bus service. 

She said: “It is really difficult for some 
people. Lots have been complaining about 
it. If someone is going to hospital, it is for a 
reason, so they are usually too infirm to 
walk very far to a bus stop, or even get two 
buses. This needs addressing.” 

Councillor Ridney said Coseley had 
recently lost the 582 bus route running 
through Wallbrook to Dudley. So residents 
now have to walk to Birmingham New 
Road, to catch the 126 to Dudley bus 
station, and then get the 246 to Russells 
Hall. To reach New Cross, a two-bus 
journey via Wolverhampton city centre or 
Bilston could take nearly an hour. 

Councillor Ridley raised the issue at the 
meeting in response to the council’s new 
Health Inequalities Strategy. The strategy 
states the authority will “create and 
develop healthy and sustainable places 
and communities” by improving access to 
transport. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 
member for transportation, said bus 
routes to the hospitals had been with¬ 
drawn in recent years as they were often 
half empty. He added: “Certain services 
can, where possible, be subsidised through 
Centro but if they aren’t used enough then 
it’s a problem.” 


Call to ban school parking 


PARKING bans should be intro¬ 
duced around schools in Dudley at 
peak periods to encourage fami¬ 
lies to walk, a council chief has 
said. 

The suggestion was made as Dudley 
Council tries to reduce the number of 
children being driven to school - 
despite appointing an “adviser” to 
tackle the problem in the summer. 

Dudley Councillor Adrian Turner, 
cabinet member for personnel, legal and 


property, said parking should be out¬ 
lawed within three quarters of a mile of 
schools. 

He said the laws should be enforced for 
an hour in the morning and at home time 
in the afternoon. 

Persuasion 

“This is the only way we are going to 
stop people taking their children to 
school in a car,” he said. 

The council launched a campaign in 
May to encourage children to walk, cycle 
or use public transport. 


An adviser was appointed to help 
schools write travel plans. 

But a report to a cabinet meeting last 
week claimed that 34 per cent of children 
were driven to school regularly in 2009. 

The target for this year is 33 per cent. 

Councillor Susan Ridney said schools 
needed “more persuasion” to develop 
travel plans. 

She said: “A scheme where a group of 
children are walked to school and pick 
some others up on the way would be 
good.”
